Could you please provide a 
world view of malari2 for someone 
who has never seen or heard of a 
case? I am from Sweden. 

In some countries, 2 mosquito 
bite represents no more than a 
mere inconvenience. However, in 
more than 100 tropical countries, 
mosquitoes can transmit malaria, 
one of the most ominous health 
problems of our age, often affect- 
ing the unwary traveler. 

The incidence of clinical cases is 
estimated at 100 million annually 
out of the 260 million parasite car- 
riers, of which 85 percent are 
thought to be in Africa alone. In 
numbers of cases reported to the 
World Health Orpanization, both 
India and China are in overall de- 
cline, with the rest of the world 
(except. Africa, because of 
data collection) holding steady. 

A 1987 report to WHO on the 
malaria sitnation in the world esti- 
mated that out of a world popula- 
tion of 5 billion.
